Some of it 
will sound wierd but is true. I am not a jemes Bond, so I. some times interviewed 
witnesses in the nresence of theii 1 lawyers, at my suggestion. There have been 
kidnappings (confirmed ny witnesses and principal), one man is confined apparently 
ill egelly°for the security of the President. Some of Shaw's friends levelled with 
me, gave’ me honest information '“not incriminating) about him and his operations.

indictment. Tnere was a way around it. "either Garrison nor his lawyers would go 
lor tt. it simply was not possible that the nan said to have been at Ferrie’s 
was the real Oswald. There are abundant, really solid evidences of the counter- 
feiting of the accused in New Orleans, at that time. There should have been 
undisguised provision for a "False Oswald" in the indictment. Failing that, when 
the case came to trial, t-ne "and others unknown" conspirators provision should 
have besn invoked to establish this part of the operation.
